Cutcaao, Int., August 14—A fatal collision oo 
curred here yesterday between a body of non-union 
iron moiders and a gang of strikers. At about 5 
Pp. m. thirty-seven non-union molders left work at 
Cubben & Sexton's Stove Works and started in a 
body for their homes.

GREELY AT HOME. 


The Hero Commander Tendered a 
Grand Reception.

He is Glaa to Get Back—A Menster Proces- 
sion—The Decorations—Speech of the 
Arctic Explorer. 


Newsvnyport, Mass., August 14.—The day was 
ushered in by a national salute and the ringing of 
church bells. Crowds of people thronged to the 
public places. The decorations by the city govern- 
ment consist of four triumphal arches—one at the 
City Hall, two on State street and one at the 
birthplace of Greely in Prospect street, 

At least 15,000 strangers are in the city, and at 10:20 
the Newburyport commandery proceeded to the 
house of Lieut Greely's mother. Sir Knights ©. C. 
Darne, Jno. N. Pike and H. M. Cross, entered the 
residence and warmly greeted the honored guests. 
Lieut. Greely presented Sir Knight Darne 
with the American flag made by his wife which had 
been further north than any other flag, with the re. 
quest that it be handed to Mayor Johnsonfor dis 
play on the grand stand to-day. Mr. Greely was 
then escorted to a carriage amid cheers and music. 
This carriage was drawn by four white horses, 
The carriage in which Greely was seated 
was then surrounded by Sir Knights and a march 
taken up through the principal streets 
for the City Hall, where Mayor Johnson and Dr 
Jas. T. Young were introduced to the Lieutenant by 
Sir Knight Darne, who also presented the Mayor 
with the flag referred to. The Mayor and Dr. Young 
took seats in the carriage, which was driven to its 
place in the procession. From his mother’s home 
to the City Hall Greeley was the recipient of 
loud cheers, to which he responded 
with nods and smiles. At the City Hall Greely said 
he was delighted to get back tohisold home. He 
was sorry ill health prevented his surviving com- 
rades from enjoying the festivities. The first bit of 
American coast seen on returning from the Arctic 
seas was that surrounding his native city.

SHOT DOWN LIKE DOGS.

The Fate of a Delegation of Mormon Elders 
in Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE, Texn., August 14.—A dispatch from 
Centerville ccrroborates the report of the murder of 
the Mormons in Lewis County by masked men last 
Sunday morning. The raiding party numbered 
about forty. Thirteen of these attacked the house 
of Martin Condor, where a Mormon meeting was in 
progress. Forcing open the door, they were en- 
countered by young Martin Condor, armed with a 
gun. Inan effort to disarm him one of the raiders 
was struck with the gun, unmasking him, but he 
drew a pistol and shot Condor in the bowels, and af 
ter staggering a few steps was shot again by one of 
the party with buckshot, killing him instantly. 
The same instant another of the attacking party 
fired upon a Mormonelder by the name of Gibbs, 
who was partly hidden behind the wife of old man 
Condor, killing Gibbs and severely wounding Mrs. 
Condor in the thigh. He then fired the remaining 
load of the gunata Mormon elder named Berry, 
who was hiding behind a bed, killing him instantly. 
Another Mormon elder in the house, 
who ran out by the back-Joor, and 
who was pursued by two of the attacking party sta- 
tioned outside. They fired on him as he ran, but it- 
is not known whether he was killed or not. After 
killing Berry. the three masked men started, and 
just as they got out of the house, J. R. Hudson fired 
and killed Dave Hinson, one of the masked men. 
One of Hinson's party stood over his body and fired 
two loads of buck-shot at Hudson, literally riddling 
him. The Mormons in fear of another attack, did 
not make @ search until Monday, when they found 
the Mormon that ran away from Condor's dead, and 
it is rumored that the other missing elder has been 
found dead. The Mormon elders claim to have been 
gent here direct from Utah to make converts and 
establish churches.

Iview with unabated satisfaction the mitigation 
and diminution of agrarian crime in Ireland and the 
substantial improvement in the condition of the 
people. Idesign at an early period to call your at- 
tention to the great subject of the representation of 
the people. I rejoice to observe, amid numerous 
indications of interest in the subject, constant 
proofs of loyalty to the throne and respect for the 
law, These indications inspire me with the full be- 
lief that the great national aim 
will be pursued with order and 
moderation, the best securities for such a settlement 
as may conduce to the happiness and liberties of the 
people and the strength of the empire.” The speech 
closes with thankfulness for the favorable season 
which is “alleviating the pressure that has so long 
and so seriously affected the agricultural in- 
dustry.”

River by the Underwriters. 

The recent heavy losses on thé Missouri River was 
the topic discussed at last night's meeting of the 
Board of Underwriters, following which these reso- 
lutions were passed: 

“Resolved, Thatthe companies comprising this 
board will not underwrite on the cargoes of bafges 
on the Missouri River. 

“Resolved, That on and after the first day of Sep- 
tember, 1584, the rates on cargoes from and to 
pointsjand places on the Missouri River. shall be ad- 
vanced fifty per cent on present tariff rates.” 

“The reason for this action,”’ said Mr. H. M. Blos- 
som, ‘is the continual losses of cargoes on ihe Mis- 
souri. Only the other day a barge sunk with 6,000 
sacks of grain on board, and the sinking of the Mat- 
tie Lewis combined with this loss has forced the ad- 
vance.

HENRY WAS A THIEF, 


Ljeut. Greely Makes an Official Re- 
port Regarding Henry’s 


Execution. 


The Commander Was Forced to Have the 
Private Shot—-An Unpleasant Duaty— 
Where Henry’s Body Was Found 


and How it Was Arranged 
for Burial. 


WasuInoton, August 14—The following is Lieu- 
tenant Greely's official report of the execution of 
Private Henry: 

Porrsmouta, N. H., August 11, 1884, 
To the Adjutant-Generai of the United States Army, 
——— the Chief Signai Officer of the United States 
y. 

Sm-—I have the honor to report that on June 6, 
1884,at Camp Clay, near Cape Sabine, Grinnell 
Land, it became necessary for me to order the 
military execution of Private Charles B. Henry, 
Fifth Cavalry, for continued thieving. The order 
was given in writing on my individual responsibility, 
being deemed absolutely essential for the safety of 
the surviving members of the expedition. Ten had 
already died of starvation, and two more lay at the 
point of death. The facts inducing my action were 
as follows: 

Provisions had been stolen in November,"1983, and 
Henry's complicity therein was more than sus- 
pected. March 24, 1884, the party nearly perished 
from asphyxia; while several men were unconscious 
and efforts being made for their restoration, 
Private Henry stole about two pounds of 
bacon from the mess stores. He was 
not only seen by the Eskimo, Jans Edwards, 
but his stomach being overloaded he threw up un- 
digested’ bacon. Anopen investigation was held 
and every member of the party declared him guilty 
of this and other thefts. A clamor for his life was 
raised, but was repressed by me. I put him under 
surveillance until our waning strength rendered his 
physical services indispensable. Later 
he was found* one day intoxicated, 
having stolen the liquor on hand for general issue. 
A second time his life was demanded, but I again 
spared him. On June 5th, thefts of provisions on 
his part having been reported to me, I had a conver- 
sation with him in which I appealed to his practical 
sense, pointing out what was necessary 
to our preservation. He promised 
entire reformation, but  distrusting him, 
I issued a written order that he should be shot 
if detected stealing. On June6 he not only stole 
part of the shrimps for our breakfast, but visiting, 
unauthorized, our winter camp, stole certain seal- 
skins reserved forfood. I then ordered him shot. 
On his person was found a_ silver 
chronograph, abandoned by me at Fort 
Conger and stolen by him. In his bag 
was found a large quantity of sealskin and a pair 
of sealskin boots stolen a few days before from the 
hunter. Suspecting complicity on the part of sever- 
al I ordered his execution by three of the most re- 
liable men. After his death the order was read to 
the entire party and concurred in by every mem- 
ber as being not only just, but essential to 
our safety. To avoid public scandal I 
ordered that no man should speak of this matter 
until an official report was made of the facts. I have 
the honor to request thata court of inquiry be or- 
dered or a court-martial convened should the Hon- 
orable Secretary of War deem either advisable. In 
this case I have thought it best not to ask for the 
written statements of the surviving members of the 
party for appendices to this report, lest I might 
seem to be tampering with them. I have 
not asked since our rescue, June 2, whether their 
opinions concurring in my action have changed or 
not, leaving such questions to your action, if deemed 
requisite. I naturally regret that circumstances im- 
posed such a terrible responsibility upon me, but I 
am conscious I should have failed in my duty to the 
rest of my party had I not acted promptly and sum- 
marily. (Signed) A. W. GREELY,

How Henry Was Buried. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispaten. 

New Yor«, August 14.—The remains of Private 
Charles B. Henry, who was shot at the Greely camp 
on Smith's sound on June 6, at the time the surviv- 
‘ors were reduced to the direst extremity for food, 
were found by the regguing party from an eighth to 
a quarter of a mile beyond the tent of the starving 
m@én. There was scarcely anything left 
but a pile of glistening bones stripped of 
nearly every trace of flesh except some of 
the lower part of the trunk. The head was missing 
and could not be found, so that it was at first sup- 
posed that the remains were those of Dr. Pavy. The 
bones were placed in a bag for removal to the Bear, 
with the remains of six others of the ill-fated expe- 
dition. On board they were deposited in a little box 
about two feet long, which was placed aftand cdv- 
ered with the stars and stripes. A day or two after 
the squadron began the homeward trip the box was 
removed from the deck, and the officers,determined 
to remove all suspicion of the _ter- 
rible scenes of cannibalism enacted at the 
camp on Cape Sabine, prepared the bones for 
burial. Sticks gf wood were procured, and to these, 
fitted to the proper length, the bones were tied until 
all were as nearly in place as it was possible to get 
them.

Silk looms will carry backward and 
forward their delicate burdens of silk and the man- 
ufacture of handkerchiefs will be seen in full opera- 
tion. Hose will be made right in the hall by the 
latest improved machinery, and gloves will be 
turned out while the visitors are waiting. A very 
curious and interesting exhibit will be that of pumps 
for which a tank 45x16 feet has been built, one of 
the largest ever used in any exposition. 

The building as it stands to-day is for the 
building of the show stands and a few have already 
beeh begin. The management is so far two days 
ahead of expectations, so that all fear of having 
everything ready is dissipated.

DisPatcu brought the history of the Jefferson City 
Convention down to the nomination of Michael K. 
McGrath for Secretary of State. The afternoon ses- 
sion began at 2 o'clock, and nominations for State 
Treasurer began immediately. There were entered 
forthe race Jas. M. Seibert of Cape Girardeau, 
Elyah Gates of Buchanan, R. L. Gentry of Pettis, 
and James C. Minteer of Livingston. The first bal- 
lot was at once taken, resulting: Gates, 121; Gen- 
try, 128; Seibert, 104; Minteer, 70. After 
the second ballot Minteer withdrew 
and the third vote was: Gates, 146;Gentry, 121; Sei- 


bert, 156. The fourth was: Gates, 149; Gentry, 105; 
Seibert, 169. The fifth: Gates, 162; Gentry, 59; Sei- 
bert, 222. Gentrv then withdrew and the sixth bal- 
lot resulted: Gates, 15514; Seibert, 20744; 212 was re- 

uired to nominate, and Seibert was consequently 
the nominee.
